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Pribilof Natives 
toReceive Relief 
From Gov mt 


In a desperate race to provide 
food for the 600 Natives of the 
Pribilof islands who are rapidly 
approaching the end of their sup- 
plies at a moment when an early 
winter threatens to isolate them 
from all aid, the United States 
naval radio repair steamship Sat- ! 
urn will speed from Seattle for 
Bering Sea next Thursday with 
800 tons of provisions, says the 
Seattle Times. 

On her ability to fight her way 
to the island and land the sup- 
plies depends the last hope of the 
Natives of being saved from 
months of near starvation ona 
meager seal meat diet. The re- 
lief expedition ranks as one of 
the most daring staged in north- 
ern waters for years. If the Sat- 
urn fails, no other relief can be 
sent to the Natives until next 
June. 

The Saturn arrived back at the 
Naval Station, Puget Sound, ten 
days ago from a splendid but fu- 
tile effort to land supplies on the 
islands. For two months she 
fought a succession of storms in 
Pribilof waters, making daring 
efforts to land the precious food, 
but succeeded only in landing mail 
and a cow and calf. Then, as 
she was running short. of fuel, 
she had to race back to Puget 
Sound. On the way back she 
stored her Pribilof provisions, to- 
taling 800 tons, at Unalaska. But 
she dare not take a chance of be- 
ing unable to reload that ship- 
ment on her coming race into 
Bering Sea and so she will go out 
with a duplicate order in her car- 
go holds. Beside the food ship- 
ments, she has 500 tons of sacked 
coal for the island stations. 

To prepare for her dash to the 
Pribilofs, the Saturn, Lieut. Com. 
R. J. Carstarphen, U. S.N., com- 
manding, shifted from the Naval 
Station to Pier 10 yesterday after- 
noon. With the commanding offi- 
cer are Lieut. G. Dalghren, U. S. 
N., as executive officer; Lieut. 
George Avan, U. S. N., as chief 
engineer; Lieut. L. Hammer- 
strom, U. S. N., as navigating 
officer; Lieut. Thomas Haus, U. S. 
N., as first assistant engineer; 
Dr. N. W. Sheley, U. S. N. as 
medical officer; Paymaster C. 
Williams, U. S. N., and Assistant 
Paymaster James Yoes, U. S. N. 

The Saturn is to make the is- 
lands at any cost even though she 
has to battle her way through the 
ice, 

Winter is closing down early in 
Bering Sea this year. The Prib- 
ilofs lie nearly 500 miles beyond 
Unimak Pass and by the time the 
naval ship sights the islands, all 
other vessels will have fled for 
the year from Bering Sea. In all 
that great expanse of stormy 
waters, strewn with dangerous 
icefields, the naval vessel will 
float alone, fighting her battle 
single-handed, beyond all hope of 
assistance in the event of disaster. 
No other relief ship has ever been 
sent into Bering Sea so late in the 
season. 

Waterfront men will follow the 
ship with their prayers but at the 
same time they are pointing out 
that if the Government would 
equip the Alaska Bureau of Fish- 
eries with an efficient steamship 
that could carry supplies to the 


Pribilof Natives in the early sum- 
mer, the need for such desperate 
ventures at the end of the season 
would be eliminated. As it is, 
according to waterfront men and 
Alaskans, the Bureau of Fisheries 
is left helpless, and has to call on 
the Navy at the last moment. 
Conditions in Bering Sea have 





been more severe since July 1 
than in any other summer and fall 
period in the last 20 years, ac- 
cording to the Bering Sea Natives. 
The supply of food on the Pribi- 
lofs has been running lower and 
lower ever since the middle of 
summer, while storm after storm 
has shut them off from assistance. 
Besides the 600 Natives, the is- 
lands have a white population of 
14 persons, who face the same 
condition as the tribesmen. 

The Saturn will have 12 passen- 
gers for the islands, the list in- 
cluded Dr. Eckhardt, physician 
for the Bureau of Fisheries, wife 
and child; Superintendent Allen 
of the bureau, and wife, and 
Storekeeper Scudder, also of the 
bureau, and wife. 

While the season now closing 
has been a severe one for whites 
and Natives, it was marked by 
the advent of the greatest seal 
herd ever seen on the islands since 
the Government took control of 
the seal industry. The census of 
the herd this year showed a total 
of 1,500,000 seals un the islands, 
more than double the number of 
any preceding census taken by 
the Government officers. The 
number of seais killed this year 
totals 35,000. Thegreat increase 
in the herd is attributed to the 
policies formulated and placed in 
effect by Dr. Hanna, scientist 
for the Bureau of Fisheries, who 
has spent years in the Pribilofs 
protecting the seals from indis- 
criminate killing. The skins of 
the seals killed this year are still 
on the island. If possible, the 
Saturn will bring them back with 
her. 


Live Sables 


Two live sables from the Are- 
tic woods of Siberia—the first 
living specimens of the precious 
species ever brought across the 
Pacific—are aboard the auxiliary- 
powered schooner Kamchatka of 
the Hibbard-Swenson Company 
of Seattle, which is now plow- 
ing her way toward Cape Flat- 
tery, homeward bound after 
trading all summer along the 
shores of Kamchatka and the Si- 
berian Arctic, says the Seattle 
Times. 

It is said that less than 100 
persons inthe United States have 
ever gazed on live sable, though 
the fur of the animal is worn 
by tens of thousands in this 
country. The two which the 
Kamchatka is bringing from Si- 
beria will probably be seen at 
the second of the Hibbard-Swen- 
son Company’s big fur sales, 

Webster defines the sable as 
“a carnivorous mammal (mus- 
tela zibelline) belonging to the 
the same genus as the martens.”’ 
Fur experts say it is the highest 
member of the cat family. Its 
soft and valuable fur is the pro- 
duct of environment, including 
climatic conditions. The Siberi- 
an sable, described as the most 
valuable of all sables, dwells in 
the most northerly forests of 
Asia, being a semi-Arctic deni- 
zen. It lives in the heavy tim- 
ber and brush where the light is 
dim the gréater part of the year. 
The less the light, the darker 
the skin, which explains why the 
sable killed in November, Decem- 
ber and January always havethe 
dark skins so highly prized by 
the fair sex. 

There are no genuine sables on 
this continent, according to fur 
experts. The nearest approach 
is the Alaska marten which some- 
times is referred to as a sable, 
but it is said to be only a related 


species, 
Polat ‘Swenson of the Hibbard- 


Swenson Company, headed the 
Kamchatka’s trading expedition, 
which included the rounds of the 
company’s stations and posts in 
Kamchatka and the Siberian 
Arctic.

Produced From 
112 Ibs. Seeds 


A few days ago our friend, 
W. E. Parrott called on the Sen- 
tinel to pay his yearly subscrip- 
tion to the paper. After getting 
his receipt Mr. Parrott said: “I 
was reading in your last week’s 
paper a short article reproduced 
from a Fairbanks paper telling of 
the wonderful agriculture possi- 
bilities of the Tanana valley. I 
dd not question the big claims 
made for that section, but what 
I want to say is that the agricul- 
tural possibilities of the Wrangell 
district are far greater than even 
the people right here at home re- 
alize. Letme give you a concrete 
example of what this soil will do. 
A few months ago I planted 112 
pounds of seed spuds, and when 
I harvested the crop I had over 
5000 pounds of spuds. I myself 
would hardly have believed the 
yield to have been that much if I 
had not been the one who weighed 
the seed and then later weighed 
the spuds that were produced 
therefrom. And spuds are not 
the only successful crop that I 
have grown on my ranch on Ser- 
geif island this year. I doubt if 
there is any finer rhubarb grown 
anywhere in the world than I have 
produced. I grow a variety of 
truck on my farm and I have 
found that all crops that I have 
tried have done well, including 
rutabegas, beets, horseradish, 
cauliflower, cabbage, strawber- 
ries, gooseberries, currants, etc. 
I even had some tobacco plants 
and found that they also did 
well.”

After the usual preliminaries of 
snort and threats they approached 
to within about twenty feet and 
charged with antlers lowered and 
and came together with terrific 
compact.

America’s Gift to France 


Given at the Last Assembly by 
Andrew Engstrom 














Late in 1917 it was announced 
in the press that a committee of 
representative American citizens 
had dedicated themselves to the 
plan of raising by public subscrip- 
tion sufficient funds to erect on the 
site of the first battle of the Marne 
a colossal statue in commemoration 
of the victory of the French forces 
there in 1914. 

The distinguished American 
sculptor, Frederick MacMonnies, 
is now working on sketches for a 
statue of a size worthy of the event 
it is to commemorate. When com- 
pleted, it will constitute the em- 
bodiment of the teeling which all 
Americans have for France. 

The offer of this memorial to the 
French Government was received, 
with the highest official sanction of 
the French Republic, and the ten- 
der has been accepted with many 
expressions of gratitude. 

It is estimated that $250,000 will 
be required to design and construct 
this statue, to transport it to France 
and to erect it at Meaux, where the 
battle was fought. 

In order that the statue may be 
in truth ‘'America’sGift to France,” 
the funds must come froh all parts 
of the country, from people in ev- 
ery walk of life. A special appeal 
was made to the twenty million 
school children. The schools ot 
Alaska have responded generously. 
Wrangell’s contribution was seven 
dollars and twenty-three cents.

Lester D. Henderson, Territor-
